Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  my  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1910. 

During  the  year  out  of  the  total  600  deaths,  36  have 
been  certified  as  due  to  “ old  age,”  and  112  have  lived 
beyond  the  allotted  span  of  three  score  years  and  ten, 
while  299  have  reached  beyond  50  years  of  age

If  we  contract  the  foregoing  table  into  two  periods 
of  five  years  each,  some  very  interesting  and  encouraging 
resuHs  are  shown.  It  will  be  noticed  that  although  the 
population  has  increased  from  43,122  in  the  census  year 
1901,  to  an  estimated  population  of  46,850  in  1910,  yet  the 
total  number  of  deaths  from  “ all  causes  ” in  the  later  five 
years  is  actually  less  than  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  the 
earlier  five  years  Not  only  this,  but  the  table  shows  an 
equally  gratifying  result  when  the  other  columns  of  figures 
are  compared 

The  number  of  deaths  certified  as  due  to  “ old  age,” 
which  is  the  most  desirable  cause  of  death  (if  one  can  have 
a preference  as  to  the  reason  to  be  given  why  one  should  be 
called  upon  to  enter  the  beyond),  shows  193  in  the  last 
five  years  as  against  163  in  the  earlier  period 
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The  next  column  refers  to  persons  who  have  lived 
past  their  seventieth  birthday,  and  here  again,  550  have 
succeeded  as  against  448  in  the  earlier  period. 

Of  those  who  have  succeeded  in  passing  their  fiftieth 
year,  notice  that  in  both  periods  the  proportion  is  less  than 
half  the  total  number  of  deaths,  yet  the  last  five  years  has 
a very  distinct  advantage  over  the  earlier  period,  1,498  as 
against  1,322. 

This  analysis  might  be  used  as  a basis  for  various 
arguments,  but  looked  at  in  a broad  way,  it,  to  my  mind, 
shows  that  as  far  as  mortality  statistics  can  be  used  as  a 
gauge  of  the  health  conditions  of  the  Borough,  we  are  on 
the  improve. 

While  considering  these  mortality  figures,  it  is 
needful  to  place  alongside  them  the  number  of  births 
registered  during  the  two  periods.  During  the  earlier  five 
years  there  were  4,996  registered  births  as  against  4,888  in 
the  later  five  years,  a decrease  of  108.  As  a set  off  against 
this  decline  in  the  birth-rate,  I may  mention  that  the 
number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was 
707  in  the  earlier  period  as  against  596  in  the  later  period, 
an  improvement  of  111. 

I give  below  a similar  analysis  of  the  deaths  due  to 
accident,  to  suicide,  and  those  occurring  at  Pike  Law 
Workhouse.

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Tuberculosis  in  its  various  forms  has  been  responsible 
for  54  deaths,  and  Malignant  Disease,  which  is  popularly 
known  as  Cancer,  has  caused  44  deaths.  Against  the  former 
of  these  two  diseases  our  efforts  to  secure  better  hygiene 
would  seem  to  be  bearing  fruit,  the  number  of  deaths 
certified  as  due  to  this  cause  have  been  on  the  decrease 
' during  the  last  few  years.  There  is  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  due  to  Cancer,  some  of  which  is  probably  explained 
by  improved  methods  of  diagnosis. 

No  change  of  staff  has  occurred  in  the  Health  OflRce 
during  the  year,  Mr.  Horace  Foden,  the  head  clerk,  passed 
the  examination  for  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute. 

Again  I have  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Town  Clerk, 
the  Borough  Bneineer,  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  as  well  as  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  for  many  kindnesses  during  the  year.

Occupations. — The  occupations  of  the  people  are  of 
varied  character.  The  staple  industries  are  cotton  weaving, 
cotton  spinning,  the  manufacture  of  cotton  spinning 
machinery,  calico  printing,  and  coal  mining.  Brickmaking 
is  an  industry  carried  on  at  several  places  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  Borough.  , 

A large  proportion  of  the  female  portion  of  the 
population  finds  employment  in  the  cotton  mills  of  the 
town. 
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It  was  not  until  nearly  the  end  of  the  year  that  the 
depression  in  the  cotton  industry  which  has  prevailed 
during  the  two  previous  years,  began  to  improve,  so  that 
for  some  considerable  time  past  the  wages  of  the  majority 
of  the  cotton  operatives  have  been  greatly  reduced.  A 
large  portion  of  the  male  population  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  cotton  spinning  and  weaving  machinery 
have  also  had  much  broken  time. 

Deaths. — 566  deaths,  282  males  and  284  females, 
have  been  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the  year, 
giving  a crude  death-rate  equal  to  12.08  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  per  annum. 

11  deaths  were  “ uncertified  ” either  by  the  Coroner 
or  by  a registered  medical  practitioner,  4 males,  7 females  ; 
46  deaths,  34  males  and  12  females,  have  been  certified 
by  the  Coroner. 

The  Report  from  Mr.  Townsend^  the  Cemetery 
Registrar,  states  that  he  has  received  for  interment  48 
infants  who  have  not  been  born  alive.

giving  a corrected  death-rate  of  12.80  per  1,000  per  annum, 
as  against  14.60  for  the  year  1909. 

By  the  term  “ non-residents  ” is  meant  persons 
brought  into  the  district  on  account  of  illness  and  dying 
there,  and  by  the  term  “ residents  ” is  meant  persons  who 
have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on  account  of  illness, 
and  have  died  elsewhere. 

Before  the  year  1900,  the  deaths  of  Accrington 
residents  occurring  in  the  Haslingden  Union  Workhouse 
were  not  taken  into  consideration  in  calculating  the  annual 
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death-rates  of  the  Borough.  The  Local  Government 
Board,  however,  desired  this  to  be  done,  consequently, 
in  calculating  the  death-rate  for  the  present  year,  35 
deaths  have  had  to  be  included  which,  before  1900.  would 
have  been  neglected.

— The  Notification  of  Births  Act, 
1907,  has  not  been  adopted  ; application  was  made,  but 
was  refused  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the 
ground  that  no  Lady  Health  Visitor  was  employed. 

Cards  of  instruction  on  the  care  and  feeding  of 
infants  are  distributed  to  houses  where  a birth  occurs,  and 
in  some  cases  are  the  means  of  doing  much  good,  but  it 
is  not  reasonable  to  expect  that  they  can  compare  in 
efficiency  with  the  personal  attention  which  a suitably 
constituted  and  qualified  lady  would  be  able  to  give  to 
children  whose  feeding  and  care  is  often  an  exceedingly 
difficult  and  trying  problem.  In  a very  considerable 
proportion  of  cases  mothers  do  not  feed  their  babies  at 
the  breast,  which  is  of  course  the  natural  and  best  way. 
In  many  instances,  this  is  due  to  absence  or  poverty  of 
supply,  but  in  a not  inconsiderable  number  of  cases,  it 
is  by  preference  that  bottle  feeding  is  adopted,  owing  to 
the  difficulty  of  carrying  out  breast  feeding  and  at  the  same 
time  going  to  work  in  the  mills. 
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This  year  the  Birtli-rate  has  been  the  lowest  on  record, 
but  it  is  some  compensation  to  be  able  to  state  that  the 
Infant  Mortality  is  much  below  average  ; that  it  is,  in  fact, 
the  lowest  but  one  ever  recorded.  Table  V.  shows  an 
analysis  of  the  causes  of  death,  the  age-periods  at  which 
they  have  occurred,  and  the  allocation  to  the  four  wards 
of  the  borough.  Of  the  total  101  deaths,  21  have  occurred 
during  the  first  week  of  life,  35  during  the  first  month,  and 
54,  or  more  than  half  the  total  number,  before  the  third 
month  of  life,  which  indicate  that  pre-natal  conditions  of 
the  mothers  are  more  to  blame  than  post-natal.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  no  cases  occur  under  the  head 
of  Suffocation  due  to  overlying.

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Zymotic  Diseases. — The  principal  Fevers  have  caused 
37  deaths  as  against  35  in  1909. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  works  out  at  *79  per  1,000 
of  the  population  per  annum. 

The  number  of  deaths  certified  as  due  to  Zymotic 
Disease  is  much  below  average,  37  in  all.  Of  these,  15 
were  due  to  Measles  and  6 to  Whooping  Cough,  neither  of 
which  diseases  are  notifiable. 

I think  considerable  advantage  would  result  if  both 
these  diseases  were  made  notifiable.  The  bare  fact  of 
notification  carrying  with  it  supervision  by  the  Health 
Officers,  and  disinfection  after  the  recovery  of  the  patient, 
does  impress  the  importance  and  seriousness  of  the  diseases 
which  are  notified.  Both  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  are 
popularly  looked  upon  as  trifling  complaints,  and,  as  a 
result,  it  sometimes  happens  that  children  suffering  from 
these  complaints  are  exposed  in  public  places.  During  the 
last  fifteen  years  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  responsible  for 
94  deaths.  Whooping  Cough  145  and  Measles  240.

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  has 
been  much  below  average,  and  the  type  of  disease  has  been 
mild.  For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  deaths  have 
resulted  therefrom. 

Hospital  isolation  is  not  practised  in  the  Borough  ; 
isolation  at  home  is  advised,  and  an  assistant  visits  the 
houses  notified,  and  conveys  printed  instructions.  Children 
from  the  houses  affected  are  excluded  from  school,  and 
disinfection  of  rooms  and  bedding,  etc.,  is  carried  out 
after  the  recovery  of  the  patient. 

Enteric  Fever. — Typhoid  Fever  has  been  certified  as 
the  cause  of  five  deaths  out  of  23  cases  notified.  The 
details  as  to  Wards  are  as  follows  : —

The  number  of  deaths  per  year  from  this  disease 
during  the  last  twenty  years  averages  about  seven.  The 
accompanying  Table  shows,  however,  that  its  prevalence 
during  recent  years  has  been  greatly  reduced.  It  would 
have  been  much  more  gratifying  if  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  it  had  shown  a diminution  corresponding  to  its 
diminished  incidence.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of 
cases  notified  is  in  all  probability  due  to  the  greater  care 
taken  to  immediately  destroy  the  excrements  of  patients 
suffering  from  the  disease.  A suitably  constructed  galvanized 
iron  pail  is  taken  to  the  houses  where  an  outbreak  occurs, 
together  with  a plentiful  supply  of  antiseptics,  these  pails 
are  collected  very  regularly  and  the  dejecta  destroyed  by 
fire.

Diphtheria. — 14  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Membranous 
Croup  have  been  notified  during  the  year,  and  three  deaths 
have  resulted  therefrom. 

A stock  of  Anti-Diphtheritic  Serum  is  kept  at  the 
Police  Station  for  the  convenience  of  the  doctors  called  to 
attend  this  disease.  This  very  excellent  preventive  agent, 
like  many  other  good  agents,  is  of  little  avail  unless  it  is 
used  early  enough  in  the  course  of  the  disease.  The  fatal 
cases  are  generally  those  in  which  the  doctor  has  been 
called  in  too  late,  thus  giving  the  poison  time  to  get  into 
the  system. 

The  Heath  Committee  have  undertaken  to  consider 
the  payment  for  Serum  used  in  necessitous  households, 
so  that  expense  need  not  stand  in  the  way  of  this  very  useful 
agent  being  applied  whenever  the  doctor  thinks  it  a,dvisable. 

Phthisis. — Out  of  a total  of  600  deaths.  Tuberculous 
disease  of  all  kinds  has  been  responsible  for  54  deaths. 
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Tlie  subjoined  Table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  certified 
as  due  to  all  forms  of  this  disease  during  the  last  eleven 
years.

The  voluntary  notification  of  Tuberculosis  is  not  at 
all  satisfactorily  carried  out  in  the  borough — we  have  no 
arrangernent  for  isolation.  The  question  of  doing  something 
more  than  disinfection  in  the  battle  with  this  disease  has 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  Health  Committee  on  some 
two  or  three  occasions,  but  as  yet,  no  further  progress  has 
been  made,  beyond  improvements  in  general  hygiene  of 
the  borough. 

There  has  been  a very  perceptible  improvement 
in  the  mortality  from  this  disease  during  the  last  six  years 
which  I believe  is  due  to  the  better  conditions  and  better 
habits  of  the  people  generally.  Workshops  and  workplaces 
are  more  healthy,  our  schools  have  vastly  improved  during 
the  last  ten  years,  people  go  out  for  walks  in  the  country 
much  more  frequently  than  formerly,  and  there  is  even 
some  improvement  in  the  ventilation  of  bedrooms  which 
I believe  would  be  very  much  better  attended  to  if  a 
greater  check  was  put  upon  the  smoke  nuisance. 

Since  the  institution  of  Regulations  under  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order,  very  great  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  conditions  under  which  the  majority 
of  the  milch  cows  are  kept  within  the  borough,  and  this 
good  work  is  still  in  progress. 

Cancer, — Malignant  Disease  has  caused  44  deaths 
this  year,  as  against  45,  48,  32,  33,  and  33  in  each  of  the 
five  preceding  years. 

The  natural  history  of  this  disease  is  being  studied 
with  great  care,  but  as  yet  no  curative  or  preventive 
agent  has  been  discovered.  Among  the  many  agencies 
which  are  supposed  to  have  a causal  relationship  to  this 
disease  “ irritation  ” of  one  form  or  another  seems  to 
be  the  most  constant.

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Water  Supply. — The  Water  Authority  have  had  an 
exceptional  storage  of  water  all  through  the  year  1910. 
The  heavy  rainfall  of  1909,  registering  47.81  in.,  practically 
filled  the  Reservoirs,  and  the  year  1910  commenced  with  an 
available  supply  as  follows  : —

On  Dec.  31st,  1910,  after  meeting  all  requirements  for 
domestic  and  trade  purposes  the  supply  exceeded  the  above 
mentioned  figures  by  two  million  gallons.  In  consequence 
of  this  the  Board  have  at  intervals  ceased  pumping  water 
from  the  Altham  Pumping  Station  giving  the  borough  a 
direct  supply  of  the  softer  waters  from  the  reserves.  The 
Altham  Water  has  during  the  year  undergone  the  usual 
aeration  and  assimilation  with  other  waters  through  the 
conduit  within  the  Burnley  Road  Reservoir  enclosure.

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Disposal  of  Excrement. — The  sewage  of  the  Borough 
is  dealt  with  by  the  Accrington  and  Church  Outfall 
Sewerage  Board  at  their  works  at  Coppy  Clough.  A 
description  of  this  may  be  found  in  my  Report  for  the 
year  1900. 

Destructors. — Information  under  this  head  is  given 
in  detail  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Disinfecting  Apparatus. — The  Steam  Disinfecting 
Apparatus  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 

Abattoirs. — The  Public  Abattoirs  are  regularly 
inspected  and  are  under  the  constant  care  of  one  of  the 
Corporation  workmen.  The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report 
gives  details  of  the  destruction  of  carcases  that  have  been 
considered  unfit  for  human  food. 

The  stalls  on  the  Market  Ground  receive  regular 
attention  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  his  Report 
gives  full  details  of  the  action  taken  during  the  year  against 
persons  offering  unwholesome  food  for  sale. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. — The  effect  of 
the  Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Order,  which  came  into  operation  in  1901,  has  been  to 
produce  a great  improvement  in  many  of  the  Cowsheds  of 
the  Borough,  and  every  summer  sees  further  changes  in 
this  direction. 

Of  the  52  farms  within  the  Borough  46  have  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  but  there  are 
over  80  other  farmers  who  supply  milk  to  the  Borough,  over 
whose  premises  we  have  no  right  of  inspection. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Acts. — Frequent  visits  are 
made  to  the  Factories  and  Workshops  to  ascertain  their 
condition  as  far  as  the  matters  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Local  Authority  are  concerned. 
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Notifications  under  Sections  5 and  14  of  the  Factory 
and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  have  been  received  from  H.M. 
Inspector,  as  follows  : —

To  the  Sanitary  Authority 

of  the  Borough  of  Accrington. 

Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Twelfth 
Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  by  this  Department. 

As  in  the  immediate  preceding  years,  in  addition  to  the 
ordinary  duties,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  carriage  system,  and 
at  the  same  time  a thorough  overhauling  of  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  various  properties  dealt  with. 

Whole  blocks  of  property  were  treated  and  put  in  good 
sanitary  condition.  The  following  includes  several  of  the 
most  important,  viz.  : — 

24  and  26  Whalley  Road,  and  2 to  8 Dowry  Street. 

Rosebud  Inn  and  Cottages,  Union  Street. 

17  to  27  Burnley  Road  ; 2 to  8 Moore  Street  ; 
and  2 and  4 Friar  Court. 

2 to  10  Rowland  Street. 

14  to  26  Peel  Street. 

63  to  67  Pitt  Street,  and  11  to  17  Plantation  Street 

160  to  168  Blackburn  Road,  and  4 and  6 
Frederick  Street,  etc.,  etc. 
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The  houses  in  Pitt  and  Plantation  Streets  were  rather 
difficult  to  deal  with  on  account  of  the  limited  yard  space  ; 
however,  the  owner  was  advised  to  demolish  a large  two- 
storey  out-building,  and  erect  separate  W.C.’s  for  each 
house  in  lieu  of  the  three  pails  for  seven  houses.  This  was 
done,  and  a splendid  improvement  effected. 


From  Nos.  14  to  26  Peel  Street,  the  sewage  discharged 
into  the  River  Hyndburn.  A new  scheme  of  drainage 
was  provided  coupled  to  the  sewer. 

At  High  and  Riley  Streets,  two  old  privy  middens  were 
abolished,  and  separate  W.C.’s  provided  for  six  houses. 

A much  needed  improvement  was  effected  in  Rowland 
Street.  For  a long  time  I had  pressed  the  owner  to  put 
this  property  in  a decent  condition,  but  many  excuses 
were  made  to  put  off  the  work,  however,  it  has  now  been 
completed. 

Three  reports  of  nuisances  from  sewer  gases  were 
dealt  with.  At  one  case  in  Monk  Street,  the  cause  was 
difficult  to  locate,  but  was  eventually  found  to  be  old  stone 
drains  under  the  property,  and  which  had  not  been  dis- 
connected from  the  sewer.  The  site  had  formerly  been 
occupied  as  a bowling  green. 

The  other  cases  were  at  cotton  mills,  and  caused  by 
extensions  to  the  mills  having  enclosed  the  rain  water 
pipes  of  the  old  premises,  and  these  pipes  were  not  dis- 
connected from  the  sewer.

Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.  Act, 

The  above  Act  requires  that  the  Local  Authority  shall 
cause  their  District  to  be  inspected  from  time  to  time,  to 
ascertain  as  to  the  condition  of  dwelling  houses,  and  also 
keep  records  of  such  inspections.  Your  Health  Committee 
have  appointed  me  to  act  as  Inspector,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  as  the  appointment 
was  not  made  until  nearly  the  end  of  the  year,  nothing 
has  been  done  beyond  the  purchase  of  suitable  cards  and 
cabinets  for  the  making  and  filing  of  the  records  required, 
how'ever,  I hope  to  make  good  progress  during  the  coming 
year. 

Factory  and  Worksiiop  Acts. 

The  particulars  of  work  done  under  this  head  will  be 
found  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  portion  of  the 
report. 

Kakc  houses. 

In  only  one  instance  had  exception  to  be  taken  to  the 
condition  of  the  bakehouse  (required  lime-washing),  and 
this  w^as  remedied  the  followdng  day.  More  fre(iuent 
visits  are  made  to  the  cellar  bakehouses. 
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IHscascs  of  Aniinals  icfs. 

Nothing  of  note  has  occurred  under  this  liead  during 
the  year. 

Dairies,  Cowslieds,  and  Milkshops  Order. 

There  are  at  present  52  cow-keepers  and  purveyors  of 
milk  within  the  Borough,  and  86  farmers  whose  premises 
are  situate  outside,  but  who  sell  milk  inside  the  Borough. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Milkshops  Regulations  by  the  Council  in  1901,  the  cowsheds 
within  the  Borough  have  been  materially*  improved. 

During  the  year  three  farms  were  altered  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Regulations.  At  Spier  Farm,  and 
Friar  Hill,  the  cowsheds  were  reconstructed,  and  at  Crook’s, 
Friar  Hill,  a new  cowshed  was  built. 

The  whole  of  the  Farms  are  visited  twice  a year,  and 
I am  pleased  to  report,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  were 
found  very  satisfactory  as  regards  cleanliness,  etc. 

Exception  is  taken  by  some  of  the  farmers  to  the 
regulations,  especially  the  lime-washing  twice  a year,  the 
reason  given  being  that  the  regulations  are  not  so  strictly 
enforced  in  some  of  the  neighbouring  districts. 

Disinlfectioii. 

The  Steam  Disinfecting  Apparatus,  supplied  by 
Messrs.  Goddard,  Massey,  and  Warner,  and  which  is  situate 
at  the  Hyndburn  Road  Depot,  continues  to  work  satis- 
factorily, and  during  the  year,  1,205  articles  of  clothing, 
bedding,  etc.,  were  disinfected. 

199  rooms  were  fumigated  and  sprayed  with  a solution 
of  formic-aldehyde.  Three  schools  were  also  treated  in  a 
similar  manner. 
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Library  books  to  the  number  of  37  were  fumigated. 

In  many  instances,  after  the  recovery  of  a person 
from  infectious  disease,  the  householder  preferred  to  have 
the  bedding,  etc.,  destroyed.  284  articles  of  bedding,  etc., 
were  destroyed. 

School  Inspection. 

The  whole  of  the  Elementary  Day  Schools  of  the 
Borough  were  inspected  three  times  during  the  year.  The 
result  of  such  inspections  was  reported  to  the  Education 
Authority  and  such  recommendations  as  were  made, 
adopted  in  each  case. 

Slaughter  Houses  and  Markets. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  and  Markets  were  frequently 
visited,  and  as  a result,  the  following  was  considered  unfit 
for  food  and  destroyed  at  the  Destructors  : — 

3,860-lbs.  of  Beef,  and  three  sets  of  organs,  180-lbs. 
of  Pork,  672-lbs.  of  Fish,  and  60  Rabbits. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  animals  slaughtered 
at  the  Corporation  Abattoirs  and  the  private  Slaughter 

Houses  during  the  year  : —

Offensive  Trades. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  all  the  premises 
registered  under  this  head  were  visited,  and  special 
instructions  given,  particularly  as  regards  lime-washing, 
etc,,  to  comply  with  the  Byelaws. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  large  Model  Lodging  House  and  three  smaller 
lodging  houses  were  inspected  every  week  and  found  to 
be  kept  in  a fairly  satisfactory  manner. 
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Petroleum  Acts. 

Nine  licenses  for  the  storage  of  products  of  Petroleum 
were  renewed,  and  four  new  licenses  granted  during  the 
year. 

Smoke  Nuisance. 

The  manufacturing  trade  of  the  town  improved  slightly 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  29  observations  were  taken, 
each  of  which  came  within  the  time  limit  allowed  for 
emission  of  black  smoke  (eight  minutes). 

Scavenging  Department. 

The  refuse  removed  from  the  streets  was  as  follows 
Sweepings,  2,048  loads  (in  addition  to  the  refuse  from 
handcarts)  ; from  Street  Gullies,  1,560  loads  ; and  Snow, 
about  4,695  loads. 


Ashpit  Cleansing,  etc. 

The  ashbin  system  continues  to  grow  and  is  appreciated. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  all  new  houses  are  provided 
with  the  wall  bins  made  by  the  Health  Department.  The 
frames  are  made  entirely  of  iron  instead  of  wood  and  iron, 
as  was  previously  the  case. 

There  are  now  784  bins  which  are  emptied  weekly — a 
few,  oftener — and  my  experience  convinces  me  that  the 
system  is  the  most  cleanly  and  economical  from  the  public 
health  standpoint. 

There  is  one  matter  that  might  be  considered  with 
advantage,  namely — an  improvement  in  the  type  of  cart 
used  for  collection,  and  I hope  that  before  long  suitable 
carts  to  meet  up-to-date  requirements  will  be  in  use. 
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Destructors. 

The  Destructor  is  in  good  condition.  Tlie  growth 
of  the  Electricity  Department,  however,  is  a cause  of  some 
anxiety.  At  times  it  is  found  that  the  chimney  draught 
is  not  sufficient  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  plant, 
causing  more  than  normal  depreciation  and  a tendency  to 
create  nuisance  with  fumes  by  back  pressure. 

The  Market  and  Trade  refuse  continues  to  increase  in 
quantity,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  plant  for  converting 
fish  into  manure,  which  the  Health  Committee  have  decided 
to  instal,  will  prove  a source  of  revenue. 


The  accompanying  Table  shows  the  cost  of  collecting 
and  destroying  the  refuse,  from  1901  to  the  end  of  1910.
